OUTLOOK. 


The Sail Fruucisco Post says: "Ac- 


tive discussion of issues in tho next 
Itteuidential campaign Jans not yet be- 
gun, but it is not too soon to look ahead 
und contemplate just what is before the 
two contending parties iu 1884. This 
is all the more necessary, inasmuch ns 
the rote ia certain to be a close one, and 
tho straggle, when it comes, promises 
to be severe. 


IJnder the old apportionment, the 


Electoral College consisted of 309 Elec- 
tors, aud it required 185 votes to elect a 
President. In the campaign o! 1880 
thore was one factor of the political 
situation which simplified the process 
o£ estimating in advance the ultimate 
atrength of 
parties. This was 'the 


solid South.' 
The South could ba 


counted upon solidly by the Democracy, 
the policy of Hayes having weakened 
the hold of tho Republican party upon 
that section. Wade Hampton promised 
a 'solid vote' from the South to Gen- 
eral Hancock, and the South redeemed 
his boast. It was their 'lost cause," 
inasmuch 
aa Hancock 
was beaten. 


Whether the South will cast a solid vote 
in 1884 is very doubtful; nevertheless, 
it is not well for the Republican parly 
to calculate too closely xipou any defec- 
tion of the Democracy in that section. 
It is true that a steady immigration from 
the North has been in progress for 
several yeara into the South, but it is 
doubt£ui whether it will be suffioieut to 
leaven the Bourbon mass. 
We shall 


therefore assume that the South will 
vote a solid Democratic ticket, for the 
purpose of illustrating the political situa- 
tion under the old and new apportion- 
ments. 


As already stated, tha Electoral Col- 


lege consisted of 369 votes, under the 
census apportionment of 1870; neces- 
sary to a choice of 185. 
Kow, inasmuch 


as the South cast 138 votes in the Elec- 
toral College, it followed that the Demo- 
crats only wanted forty-seven votes ad- 
ditional to elect their candidate. If 
they carried New York and New Jersey 
thia gave them forty-four votes addi- 
tional, lacking three on the plurality, 
\vhioh Connecticut might supply. 
And 


this was the exact position of parties 
before the decisive Tote of Indiana and 
^(ew York in the last 
Presidential 


campaign turned the scale in favor of 
the Kepublicans. New York was the 
great battleground of the parties. Upon 
its capture depended the result of the 
campaign, and how well and skillfully 
the Republican phalanx was handled 
by Grant, Conkling and Arthur in the 
campaign of 1880 in the Empire State is 
,1 matter of history. 


Now it is not a little singular, assnm- 


ing a 'solid South,' that the campaign 
of 1884 must be fought on precisely the 
same lines. The new appportionment 
brings out this point to a nicety. The 
Southern States, all told, have 153 votes 
I'.n the Electoral College oat ol a total of 
401; necessary to elect, 201. 
This 


•leaves the Democracy 48 short of a 
plura?dty;but if New "York, with its 36 
votes, and New Jersey, with its nine 
votes, could be captured, it would lack 
only three of a plurality. This figuring 
it will be seen, makes the probabilities 
.of the political situation almost iden- 
tical to what it was in 1880. Then, the 
states of New York and New Jersey were 
contested inch by inch; aud it is past a 
peradventnre that iu 1884 the effective 
strength of both parties will be concen- 
trated in (hose States. 


Let it not be understood, however, 


that we concede victory to the Demo- 
cratic party. On the contrary, in our 
judgment it will be routed horse, foot, 
and dragoons. The indications are for 
a united Republican party in New 
York, which will carry that State. There 
used be no apprehension on the part of 
^Republicans. By united action they 
are certain to elect a strong administra- 
tion which will continue to guide the 
country in n policy of peaceful develop- 
ment as iu the past. We simply present 
tho foregoing figures to illustrate the 
•point that so far as can now be seen 
the new apportionment has made no 
radical change in the strength of the 
two great national parties." 


MONEY FOR THF. MIKES. 


A JSevievr ot tUe Assessment last 


for April. 


The San Francisco Bulletin says: 


Twenty claims ore appealing for money 
from stockholders this month. Eleven 
of these are iu Nevada, sis are in Cali- 
fornia and three are in Arizona. 
If all 


;he shares in these claims have been in- 
cluded iu the levy, and all the share- 
holders pay up, there will be $600,000 
new money applied to this industry this 
mouth. As usual, most of this mouey 
is wanted for mines in Nevada. Five 
mines in Storey county alone are'asking 
for $226,740 of the total. Those are the 
California, Confidence, Chollar, Justice 
and Potosi. 
California has some claims 


on its stockholders for the profits it 
turned in to thorn iu former years, hav- 
ing paid §31,320,000 in dividends up to 
the 1st January, 1880. 
Since then the 


ore at the California mine has been less 
plentiful and of poorer quality. Tho 
present is the seventh assessment ou the 
California mine in the past three years, 
the total aggregating $7-16,000. We re- 
gret to say that of late these assess- 
ments have not been paid in full, nor 
with much cheerfulness. 
Considerable 


stock was forfeited to the company at 
the last three or four delinquent sales. 
The Directors have authority to sell the 
forfeited stock at the first favorable op- 
portunity, and it is presumed that they 
have availed themselves of the privilege 
to a large extent. The Confidence mine 
paid $78,000 iu dividends in 1865 and 
previously. The present is the thir- 
teenth assessment, aud the total is $274,- 
990. The Chollar and Potosi mines 
have each levied eleven assessments, 
amounting to $538,000 aad §532,000 re- 
spectivelv, and before the mine was di 
vided several dividends were paid, ag- 
gregating a considerable sum. The Jus- 
tice has been a costly aud unsatisfactory 
property. The present .is the thirty- 
eight assessment, and the total is said to 
be $3,388,500, it being taken for granted 
we suppose, that all the levies have 
been collected. Upwards of $1,000,000 
in ore from the mine has also been ex- 
pended, and the dividends appear to be 
as remote as ever.

Prayer. 


The Committee on Enrichment of the 


Book of Common Prayer, appointed by 
the General Convention of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church in New York city, 
during October, 1880, has been iu ses- 
sion at Grace House, in New York 
since last Wednesday, and has at last 
completed its deliberations. The Com 
mittee consisted of seven bishops, seven 
priests and seven laymen, and meetings 
have been had at various times aud 
places during the last three years. The 
committee made various alterations in 
the liturgy of the church, to comply 
with the requirements of the present 
generation, and the advancement of the 
needs aud work of the charch for the 
last few years. Many changes in the 
liturgy have been suggested at various 
conventions, but none were adopted 
and at the last convention a vigorous 
effort was made to have the litany al 
tered in one particular aud to allow 
priests the privilege to sing prayers not 
in the prayer books to suit a special oc- 
casion, but both plans were defeated. 
The present committee was appointee 
to make such changes in the liturgy as 
will remove the objections to thepresen 
one, which were becoming almost uui 
versal. The deliberations of the com 
mittee were kept a profound secret, and 
will not be divulged to the public uutil 
Bishop Williams, of Cincinnati, 
the 


Chairman, sees fit to make u public 
statement of the proposed changes.

urday last, says : The last Legislature 
adopted a number of amendments to our 
State Constitution, but we have not yet 
seen any notice of them in 
our ex- 


changes, and probably but few persons 
in tho State are informed in regard to 
the changes which are proposed to be 
made. Having received a copy of them 
from a friend in Carson we give the fol- 
lowing synopsis for tho benefit of our 
readers : 


Section 2 of Article IV is amended, 


changing the time of the convening of 
tho Legislature from the first Monday 
in January to the first Monday in Feb- 
ruary. This is for the purpose of giv- 
ing the State officers an opportunity to 
prepare thir reports, so they will be in 
readiness to submit to tho Legislature 
when it convenes, thereby preventing 
grent waste of time which is now occa- 
sioned by the want of them during the 
first two or three weeks of the session. 


Section 1 of Article II is amended so 


as to require naturalized citizens to per- 
fect their citizenship six mouths prior 
to the time of voting. This is evidently 
for the purpose of preventing political 
parties and candidates 
from defraying 


the expense of naturalization papers 
for such persons as do not care enough 
for the privilege of exercising tho elect- 
ive franchise to pay for them them- 
selves. 
It alpo disfranchises all persons 


convicted of the offense of sellin g their 
votes. 


Article XVI is changed so as to ren- 


der it necessary for constitutional amend- 
ments to be adopted only by one Legis- 
latuie instead of two consecutive ones, 
before submitting them to the voters for 
ratification. It requires, however, the 
vote of two-thirds of the members 01 
each house instead of n bare majority, 
as under the present system. 
The Ar- 


ticle is further amended by fixing the 
minimum number of members of a Con- 
stitutional Convention at one-half the 
members of both branches of the Legis- 
lature', instead of the aggregate number 
as it now stands. 


Section 3 of Article VI is amended so 


us to penult tho proper Board to invest 
the funds accruing from the sale 01 
State lands for educational purposes iu 
the bonds of other States, instead o: 
restricting them to United States auc 
Nevada State bonds, as at present. 


These 
comprise the 
amendments 


adopted at the last session. They wil 
have to be iuJorsedby the next Legisla- 
ture before they can be submitted to 
the people for ratification. The Legis- 
lature also submitted a call for n Con 
stitutional Convention, which will be 
voted upon at the next general election 
if the voters think the requisite change 
will be effected by tho adoption of 
tho 


atn&iidtiients they will doubtless vote 
down the call for a Convention. They 
will be likely also to do so if they re 
gard the cost of holding such Conven 
tion a preater burden than would be re 
moved by a revision of the present Con- 
stitution. 
The question is one of giea 


interest to the people of the State, ant 
will doubtless be thoroughly discussec 
before the election next year. 


Further than expressing our opinion 


that the greatest objections to our pros 
ent Constitution are at most but par 
tially removed by the amendments pro 
posed, wo will not discuss their merit 
or elements in this article. It was only 
our intention to present the gist of th 
ohacges to onr readers^as a matter o 
newSj reserving our comments for futur 
occasions.

The J>esii£ii lor tlie New Two-Cent 


Stamp. 


The PostofBce Department has agreed 


upon the design for the new two-cent 
postage stamp for first-class matter, and 
the work of printing for distribution 
and sale will shortly be begun. The 
medallion of Washington iu panel is 
the most prominent feature, and half 
round the top "U. S. Postage" is 
placed. This is a departure from the 
present system, where the initials "U. 
S." are used. At the lower portion of 
the stamp the words "Two Cents" are 
situated, divided by the figure 2. The 
design is conspicuous for its plainness, 
and there is an absence of any decora- 
tion not in keeping with the subject. 
The likeness of Washington has been 
pronounced perfect by all who have 
seen it, and it is a copy of the head of 
tho painting in the east room of the 
President's house.
